To be exact, since 1904 the 
stupendous sum of $.19. .140, 798 has been distributed in stakes and purses by the combined racing organi- 
zatious operatins in the rnited States, ('anada. Cuba and Mexico. The largest distribution in any one 
year during the period mentioned above was in 190.1. when the monetary returns amounted to $,l.r»0l,.1.17. 
That was before the days of the Hart-Agnew and other repressive anti-racing legislation, when the 
siK>rt was at the zenith of its glory and iK>wer. IIow<‘ver, those pros|»erous days are here again, and 
wdieii the figures for 1920 have been compiled it may l)e found that all previous records have l>e«*n .shat- 
tered. At least it appears as if such will be the case with a return of $,‘1.28.1,. 144 for the first six months 
of racing, and the outlook of approxim.at^dy $3.0(K),000 for the remainder of the year. Even in these 
days of “billions” the following tabulation is of more than passing significance and inten*st to the turf 
world :

— The famous 
colors of the late E. J. (“Lucky” ) Baldwin— red 
and black and Maltese cross — are to be seen on the 
turf once more. Anita M. Baldwin, daughter of 
the noted California horseman, has six thorough - 
brrsls in triiniiig at the liome course nt S.inta 
Anita and plans are under wa.v for more young 
horses to bi* taken np sisjn. It is expectcil t!ie 
string will be raced at the fairs in Califoniia this 
fall and prubahly at one of the winter tracks later 
on. Mrs. Baldwin has kept np her interest in the 
thorouglihred throughout her life and is entluisi- 
astic about getting into the groat sisirt. 

'liie aehievenieiits of Baldwin -<»wned liorses fill 
quite n spa 'e in the histor.v of .\nierican rai-ing. 
Htnrting out with horses piircliased from Theiwlore 
Winters forty years ago. Mr. Baldwin built up one 
of the nnwt successful stud estahlishnients in tlie 
United States. “Lucky” w’as not afraid in the 

least, either, to race his runners against tin* Iwst 
the East cfiald breed and many a stirring contest 
resulted, with most <»f the honors falling to the 

<louglit.v Cali.^irnian. The stallion Grinstead. bonglit 
by Mr. Baldwin at a gisid figure, was a veritable 
gold mine in siring stake winning progeny. (Bhor 
sires did their part in liringing glory to the Cali- 
fornia haras. 

The Baldwin colors Averc first four times in the 
American Derby, a record unrivabHl In racing in 
this country. The Derby was at a mile and a 
half and it tiaik a high class horse to get Innne 
ahead of all the topm.tchers that invariably 

Ktarted in the raia*. Volante won the big race in 

IHR.!, Silver Cloud in ISSd. Hmp<*ror of Norfolk in 
1888 and Rcy el Santa .\nita in 1S94. Emperor of 
Norfolk was never beaten nt thn*e j'ears by a horse 
of his own age, winning, in addition to the Derby, 
the Sheridan Stakes, the Drexel Stakes and otlier 
worth-w’hile races. He went on to great distinc- 
tion as a sire and right now his daughters are iu 
irreat demand for broodmares. 

Aiiiong the large niimher of winners bred by 
Mr. Baldwin were the mare I>os .\iigeles, Aviniier 
of the Latoiila Derby and Kansas City D«*rby and 
many other stakes; and Lucky B.. winner of the 
Saratoga Cup. Volante, American Derby winin*r. 
al.«o won the Saratoga Cup, tlien a rare at two 
miles HiHl a quarter. I>*s .\ngeles was a m.irveioiis 
campaigner, winning forty -eight races. On a heavy 
track she could heat about any horse in training 
of her day at a mile and over.

Rich Prize of $35,460 to Go to This Year’s 
Winner of Famous Race — 

Prudery Big Favorite. 



The famruR Futurity w’ill he run next Saturday 
at Belmont Park. Time was when the Futurity 
W’as not only the most historical, but the most 
valuable of tw’o- year-old mees. Iu 1890. w’hen 
Potomac won It, it was w’orth $07,li7.">. the largest 
in its history. For the first ninett*en years of 

its running the net value to tlie w’iiiner never fell 
helow’ $30,000, Then came the lean days of the 

turf, with a corresponding decline iu values to 
the Futurity and other noted races. However, the 
tide has turned and the Futurity once more takes 
its pride of place among the richest prizes vf 
the American turf. 

The 1920 w’lnner of the Futurity will receive 
$3r».400, the largest ret’.irn since 1900, when Elec- 
tioneer w’on. There w’cre originally 940 entries 

for this year’s race, of which 301 were void as 

I>er tlie conditions. Declarations further reduced 
(he eligibles to the number of 101. While the 
Wesfehester Racing As.sociation guaranteed $30.0<K) 
for tlie race it will not be obliged to pay one cent,

(’. A. Benton of New Y’ork, and Mr. Harry V\’. 
Smith of YV’orcester, Mass., have answered as 
follows; 

1. i^. Is tlM're any special r»Hpiir«‘moiit as to 
shoe for the horst*s; that is to say, as to W’eiglit, 
calks, nails and tties’/ 

A. Horses may be shod Avith no special sho'diig 
Avhicli they cenbi not receive t»n field service. Rub- 
ber pads. ft»r instance, are not iH»niiissible; ttie or 
lK*el calks, or Isdii. are iiermissible. Nt» w'eiglit 
limits are prescribeil for shot's, nor is there any 
limitation as to nails. (Paragraphs 3e, 4b, Test 
Uonditions.) 

2. (J. Is it permissible that a contestant use his 
own farrii*r during the test? 

A. It is permissible to use a farrier of con- 

testant’s ehoiee. During the test while a contesting 
horse is in tlie stable a private farrier may not 

have aoee.ss to the animal without permission from 
a judge. An official farrier will be in attendance. 
(Paragraph 3t*. Test Uonditions.) 

3. (J. Is it iHTini^sible for a contesting horse 

to wear Ixiots, such as shin boots, or knockers, or 
ankle boots behind? 

A. It is not permissible for a horse to be 

equipped as above indicated. It would be within 
the authority of the judges, should they so deter- 
mine, iqion the recoinmendi'.tiqn of the official vet- 
erinarian. to permit a horse injured sliglitly in tie*

4. (J. Is it permissible to carry dead weight 
at the rider’s pleasure; that is to say, in such 
form or bulk as the rider may select, so long as 
it comes to the required 100 pounds?

A. Bridle is not incl(id<*tl as part of the 100

carried on horse’s buck, it is so included, 

7. (J. SnpiM)se the cavalry eqnipnient for field 
st*rvice prtiduced by a contestant Avelghs less than 
KH) iKMinds, must he make up the difference in 
deailweight?
